Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as . 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S. C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 


The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicant and Applicant's representative contacted the examiner to discuss the merits of the Final rejection mailed 
8/1/03. Applicant's representative discussed perceived differences in applicant's invention and the prior art relating to 
flow rate, inlet conduit shape, and the use of the measuring device in situ of a combustion chamber. The examiner 
noted that the prior art devices constituted combustion systems themselves and therefore appeared to meet the 
limitations of the claims regarding monitoring and control of combustion in a combustion zone of a combustion system. 
The examiner also noted that even if applicant's claims were interpreted to require in situ mentoring this is regarded as 
simply a statement of intended use that does not appear to result in a structural difference and the prior art would be 
capable of in situ monitoring. In regard to distinctions concnering flow rate and inlet conduit shape the examiner noted 
that limitations of this nature do not appear in the claims and if included would appear to change the scope of the 
claims. The examiner advised filing an RCE to include such claim amendments. Applicant further argued that the prior 
art did not disclose a process of controlling fuel and oxidant to maintaing current magnitude between the frist and 
second electrodes (as appears in applicant's claims 15 and 16). The examiner considered that as Collings et al. 
included flow control valves and discusses the desirablity of consistent measurments, as far as is proper, it appeared 
this limitations were met by the cited prior art. However, the examiner that arguments that the prior art did not disclose 
control of the fuel and oxidant would be considered. Upon submission of a proper amendment or RCE the application 
will be subject to updated and possibly further search. 
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
